Know About Your State Income Tax 


Calilornians filing per¬ 
sonal income tax returns 
are eligible for anywhere 
from 20 per cent to 100 per 
cent credit against their tax 
liability this year, according 
to Martin Huff, Executive 
Officer of the Franchise Tax 
Board. 

"Californians report i n g 
$4,000 or less adjusted gross 
income, if single ($8,000 or 
less, if married), will not 
have to pay a.ny State in¬ 
come tax,” Huff noted, 
“while those with higher 
adjusted gross incomes are 
eligible for a special tax 
credit, ranging from 20 to 35 
per cent of their net tax 
liability.” 

Huff noted that because of 
the special credits, more 
Californians vvili be filing 
returns showing refunds due. 

“We urge all California 
residents to file their returns 
as soon as passible,” Huff 
said. “Returns which are 
filed early will bo promptly 
processed, and taxpayers can 
expect to receive th.eir re¬ 
funds within three weeks. 


Those Taxpayers who wait 
until later are likely to find 
their refunds delayed,” he 
said. 

Taxpayers can expedite 
the handling of their return 
if they will use the label 
provided by the department 
or. forms mailed in January. 
They should also be certain 
that the returns are signed, 
and that the social security 
numbers are correct, he said 

Refund returns should be 
mailed to the Franchise Tax 
Board, P.O. Box 13-540, Sac¬ 
ramento, Calif. 95813.

A Break For Renters 

Ever since governments began making efforts to 
ease property tax burdens, renters have felt left out. 
Their shares of the taxes, they reason, is hidden in the 
rent they pay, so they should share in any reductions. 

Now in California, at least, they get such a break. 
Under legislation recently passed, all who qualify will 
receive an income tax credit or refund ranging from 
$25 to $45, based on their adjusted gross income. 

Some three million Californians will benefit, split¬ 
ting a $110 million “New Years bonus,” according to 
State Board of Equalization member Richard Nevins. The 
major requirement is that renters file an income tax 
return by the April 15 deadline. Even those who do not 
ordinarily pay state income taxes must file in order to 
get the property tax benefit. 

Local Franchise Tax Board offices have the details 
on this pleasant windfall.

We will be 
well on the way to “reasonableness” if this nation’s urge 
for penetrating self-analysis is tempered with pride in our 
achievements and potential as a nation dedicated to jus¬ 
tice and freedom under law.
